(was originally founded upon the o- 
ver-Ballance of Property in the Land, 
vefted in the King, the Nobility, 
Bey and the Church, who poflefs'd, at leaft, 
SPA Wc NROS) two thirds of the Englib Territory, 
isa Truth, I think, at this Day not to be difputed.—‘The 
great Barons were the middle State between the King and 
the People; and it was their Intereft to guard equally a- 
gainit Faétion, as againft Prerogative ——Such was the na- 
tural Foundation of the Exgé/ Monarchy.—Neither E- 
l:Bion nor Prerogative mingled with it——The People 
joined fometimes with the Crown, fometimes with the 
Barons, as they found either inclin’d to favour public 
Liberty ; and tho’ this Form of Government was, for 
fome time, attended by public Convulfions, yet, as Thun- 
der and Lightning terrifies the Air, thofe Convulfions, 
when ower, always left the Body Politic in a State of 
greater Security than it enjoy’d when it firft began; and 
in- every Struggle fome important Advantage accrued to 
the People —Henry the VIIth,-a defigning Prince, flipt 
the great Pin by which the Intereft of the People was 
link’d to that of the Barons: He did it by Methods fo- 
reign to the Defign of this Paper; and in a Way well 
known toall who know Englifa Hiftory. The Reign of 
Henry the VIIIth was the Crifis of this great Alteration, 
and during that Period the Property, confequently “Power, 
betwixt the Barons and the Commons came to be fo e- 
qually ballanc’d that the Crown was of decifive Influence 
in all public Meafures——This was a dangerous Con- 
junfture for public Liberty: And had that Prince been 
fucceeded by one of equal Spirit, equally afpiring, arbi- 
trary, and able, one Party muft have taken Refuge againft 
the other, by throwing itfelf entirely upon the Mercy of 
the Crown, which mutt have infallibly ended in the Ruin 
of both. 

But the Liberties of Eng/jfomen were too deeply rooted 
im chat very Conttitution which eftablifh’d the Prerogative 
of the Crown, for one Man's Life to fuffice for pulling 
them up.——Heary made, indeed, violent Effays, and 
what could not be pluck'd up evas hofen'd—He compafs'd 
what would not have been in the Power of a regulated Go- 
vernment to have effefled.—-He forc’d the Laity, of both 
Denominations, to join,againit the Clergy, and to ftrip 
them of their immenfe Poffeffions. But his Prodigality 
fool’d away the prodigious Advantages which this Acqui- 
fition gave to the Crown. ‘Thofe Lands coming to be in- 
velted in Lay Proprietors, ftrengthned the Subject fo as 
to be abie afterwards to give Law to the Crown itfelf, — 
The fhort Reigns of Edward the VIth and of Mary were 
employ'’d chiefly in undoing what had been done by 
tienry ; but all this Time the Commons of England were 
acquiring fuch an Intereft, that when Queen Elizabeth 
came to the Crown the found the Ballance of Property en- 











Grandfather, and that it had pafs’d from the Barons and 
the Church, to the Commons,—Thus the Government 
from Ariftocratical came to be Popular. ‘The wife Queen 
was fenfible of this, and eafily perceiv'd the great Diffe- 
rence betwixt Power arifing from Forms of Government, 
and that inherent to Poféfion of Property—The Barons 
fill had fundamental Powers, but they were accidental, 
and not xatural as before. A Morarchy fubfifting upon 
a popular Foundation, yet governing by ariftocratical 
Powers, may be juftly term’d a Government of FE xpedi- 
Queen Ehzabeth faw this, and fought to found her 
Government upon its natural Bafis, the Afeions of her 
People. ———The Public of Eng/and are often bubbled in the 
Senfe which is put upon the Word.—No Prince ever 
treated Parliaments with a higher Hand, no Prince ever 
fhew'd a greater Difregard to ariftoratical Powers than 
Queen Elizabeth did. She courted Popularity from the 
colleétive Body of the Commons of England ; while they 
were on her Side fhe was ever fure of their Reprefenta- 
tives. This was the true Art which makes her Memory 
now dear to the People of England. Monarchy under 
her, was fupported by Popularity, which alone was capa- 
ble of fupplying it with Luitre and Glory ; and her per- 
fonal Admini(tration was accommodated to the true Ge- 
nius of the Monarchical Conititution as it then ftood. 

Her Succeflors, Fames and Charées the Ift, purfued o- 
ther Maxims. ‘They brought their Adminittrations back 
to be Governments of Expedients—They reviv'd the ari/- 
tocratical Powers; they fought to itrengthen them by in- 
troducing that of the Church; they endeavour'd to fet 
up political againtt natural Rights. 

The only Method of effeéting this, was by rendering 
Parliaments no longer the Reprefentatives of the People. 
This may be done by prolonging their Duration fo long, 
as that they might be, in effect, independent of their Con- 
ftituents, not only in Conduc? but Elefion; 2dly, by o- 
ver-awing the Commons, as to take from them their Con- 
ftitutional Rights, by difcontinuing their Meeting ;—and 
laftl, by corrupting their Reprefentatives.—A narrow 
Genius will ever have Recourfe to Force, when it cannot 
prevail by Addrefs. King James fought to over-awe the 
Commons, He imprifon'd their Members, he dictated to 
their Counfel. The like Expedients were purfued by his 
unhappy Son, But the Claims by which they fought to 
effe€t this were foreign to the Nature of a Government, 
which ftood, or ought to have ftood upon a popular Foun- 
dation. ‘Their Power expos'd in its own Effects, becaufe 
deftitute of a natural Intereft to fupport it. 

The Methods of Corruption were next purfued, But 
thefe could be effectual no longer than the People had an 
Opportunity of changing their Reprefentatives. It there- 
fore naturally fuggefted, that the prolonging the Power of 
the Reprefentatives, tools from the People the Opportu-

per Expedient, and had the Crown then poffefs'd the Meany 
‘of Corruption as extenfively as it has done fince, it muit 
have been effeétual for extinguifhing all Civil Liberty in 
| Britain. Being deftitute of this it loft its Influence over 
Parliaments, and it was thought proper for fome time to 
lay them afide. Butthe Liberty of Britain had not at 
' the Revolution come to that low pafs as that Government 
| could fubfitt without Parliaments. 

As is faid of Priefts, that they are the fame of all Re 
| ligions; fo have we too often feen that Minillers ave the 
fame of all Parties.——The Convenicncy of prolonging 
| the Powers of the People’s Reprefentatives were fo evi- 


| dently calculated for the Advantage of Minillers, that 
even after the Revolution, a flrong and defperate Reiif 
tance was made againft retloring the People to their R ight 
of frequent Elections. ‘This, had it been carry'd might 
have blafted all the Fruits of the Revolution, 
bringing the Government back to Expedients. It was 
tearing it from its true and natural Bafis, and velting a 
temporary Ariftocracy in the Commons, which mig lie 
have improv'd into a perpetual one,

| when there was no Dittinétion of Houfes. The Monar. 
chy ftood then properly wpon an Ariflocratical, and not 
upon a popular Foundation. Nothing but the frequent 
return of the Excufes of the People’s Right of Eleétion, 
can correct this Abfurdity from now ftrongly mingling 
with our Conftitution. ‘The annual Return would kill and 
root it up for ever.——But if that Remedy is too violent 
| fora Conftitution, now crazy by many Infadtions, and 
| many bungling patching Expedients, let a lef violent one 
be apply’d, till by degrees it recovers its priitine Vigour, 
and its Nerves return to its healthful natural Tone. —- 
In fhort let the People be reftor'd to their Rights of tr- 
ennial Elections, which nothing but a deplorable Exigenéy - 
depriv'd them of.—Septennial Parliaments were citablid 
as a more tolesable Evil, than what muft have relied 
from the want of Confidence betwixt the Crown antl the 
People. ——Their Date is recent.

The King William Privateer of Briflol, Capt. Cornith, 
is returned to Briftol froma Cruize, but laft from Water 
ford and brings certain Advice, that an Fmbargo is 
laid on all Ships at Cork ; which ’tis fuppofed, is owing 
to the great Number of Provifion-Ships trom that Place 
being taken by the French Men of War and Priva- 
teers: On which Account, "tis thought, that no Provi 
fion Ship will be fuffer’d to depart from thence without a 
Convoy. 

We hear that her Grace the Dutchefs of Argyll has 
made a Prefent of her fine Seat at Adderbury in Oxford 
fhire to the Right Hon, the Earl of Dalkeith, who married 
her Grace’s Daughter. 

On ‘Tuefday at a Court of Common-Council held at 
Guildhall it was unanimoufly agreed, that Mr. Hamilton, 
the City-Remembrancer, fhould have Leave to difpofe ot 
the faid Place. 

The St. Paulus, Difky, of Stetin, and the St. Charity, 
Feggle, of Bremen, both from Bourdeaux for Rotterdam, 
are taken and brought into Dover by the New Eagle, 
Capt. Bezley.

tween fome of the Provinces of the Ruffian Empire, and 
that of Japan.

A new Board of Trade has been lately erected at Stock- 
holm, with Power to enquire what Branches of Commerce 
are detrimental to the Publick, by carrying out the Coin of 
the Kingdom for mere Articles of Luxury ; and to propole 
juch Methods for putting a Stop to this Evil, as may be 
mofl effeiual, and withal, eafely put in Practice. 

They write from Leghorn, that the Corficans are in 
Arms; that they have lately received a grand Supply of 
Arms and Ammunition; that they have blocked up 
moft of the Ports belonging to the Genoefe in that 
ifland; and that they wait for nothing but the Arrival 
of a few Pieces of Artillery to form the Siege of Buttia. 

A f{imall French Privateer, called the ‘Three Confins, 
Portier, about 25 ‘Tons, tour Swivel! Guns, and 30 Men, 
is taken by the Faulcon Man of War, the Hon Cap- 
tiin Birmingham, and brought into Llarwich on Sunday 
lait. 

Whe Conception, a French Ship from Cartagena for 
the Havanna, 400 Tons, 20 Carriage Guns, and 326 
Men is taken by the Role Man of War, Capt. Frank- 
lin, of 20 Guas, 175 Men, after an obitinate En- 
gazement of five Hours and a half Yard Arm and Yard 
Arm; m which 127 Trenchmen were killed, and as 
many wounded, Capt. Franklin had but five Men kill'd, 
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and 13 wounded. ‘There is already difcovered on board 
this Prize 500,000 Pieces of Eight, a great Quantity of 
Diamonds and Wrought Plate, with Sco Serons of Cocoa. 
In fhort, fhe is the riche Prize taken from the Spa- 
niards this War, except the Aquapulca Ship by Admiral 
Anfon. 

Wednefday the Seffious began at the Old Bailey, when 
16 Prifoners were tricd, one of whom was capitally con- 
vidted ; viz. James Stanfbury, fora Burglary. He kept
